The Reafon of 
fuch a Conduét may be eafily guefs’d 
at: When they got drunk with this 
Liquor, which they could do in a 
very fhort Time, and at an eatier C 
Rate than would purchafe a Dinner 
of the coarfeft Food for their Fami- 
lies, it for a Time appeafed the 
Cravings of Appetite, deafned their 
Ears to the Cries of their ftarving 
Children, and deliver’d them from 
the Senfe of Shame, and the Pangs D 
of Remorfe. Their Wickednefs led 
them into Crimes, and they got 
crunk again to forget the Crimes 
they had been guilty of, which ge- 
nerally produced a new Scene of 
Villainy or Wickednefs. 

This, my Lords, was the Effeét, E 
this will be the Effeét of a Tolera- 
tion of publick Gin-fhops under 
any Denomination whatever, with 
regard to the Morals.of the People : 
And with refpeé&t to the publick 
Quiet, it may produce ftill more 
fatal Effes; for when thofe that F 
are made defperate by their Poverty, 
are render’d void of all Fear by 
their being drunk with Gin, no 
Man can fay what they: will not un- 
dertake. I hall grant, that fuch 

en Cannot enter into any regular 
Concert for difturbing or overturn- G 
ing the Government; but if any 
accidental publick Misfortune tho 


fender the People generally inclined 
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to Mutiny, an Infurreétion begun 
by a Parcel of drunken Fellows at a 
Gin-fhop, might foon grow to fuch 
a Height as might occzfion the 
Overthrow of our Government, or 
at leaft a great deal of Bloodfhed, 
The firft Mutineers would probably 
be joined by all thofe in the fame 
Condition, from the feveral Gin- 
fhops in Town; and this alone would 
produce fuch a Multitude, as might 
give Hopes of Succefs to the more 
Sober and Thoughtful, efpecially a- 
mong thofe who have nothing to 
lofe but their Lives; and if fuch a 
Mob as this fhould get the Reins of 
Government into their Hands, I muft 
defire your Lordthips, and all the M-n 
of Property in the Kingdom, to confi- 
der what Security you could have for 
your Money, your Goods, your E- 
ftates, or your Lives. A Mob of 
this Kind might, perhaps, proceed 
upon the fame levelling Maxims 
with that under Wat Tyler, in the 
Reign of Richard the Ild. They 
might refolve to deftroy all the No- 
bility and Gentry in the Kingdom ; 
and their being drunk with Gia 
would make them purfue their Max- 
ims with more Rapidity and Cru- 
elty, if poilible. 

But now, my Lords, to confirm 
all I have faid againft tolerating in 
any Shape the free Ufe of this per- 
nicious Liquor, I fhall beg Leave to 
read to you the Preamble to the 
A&t of the zd Year of his prefent 
Majefty’s Reign, for laying a Duty 
upon compound Waters, and for li- 
cenfing the Retailers of fuch Waters. 
The Prenmble is in thefe Words; 
Whereas the drinking of Spirits 
and ftrong Waters is become very 
common amongft the People of 
inferior Rank, and the conflant 
and exceflive Ufe thereof tends 
« greatly to the Deftruction of their 
‘ Healths, encrvating them, and 
‘rendering them unfit for ufeful 
‘ Labour and Service, intoxicating 
‘ them, and debauching thcir Mo- 
~ weae 8 * rale 
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rals, and driving them into all 
Manner of Vices and Wickednefs, 
the Prevention whereof would be 
of the greateft publick Good and 
Benefit. And whereas, it is found 
by Experience, that the great 
Temptation to fuch licentious Ufe 
of thefe pernicious Liquors is from 
the Cheapnefs thereof, occafioned 
by new Inventions for mixing 
and compounding of Brandy, low 
Wines, and Spirits of the firft Ex- 
traction, on which Duties have 
been heretofore granted, with o- 
ther Spirits or Materials which 
pay little or no Duty, and by an 
unlimited Liberty for all Sorts of 
Pszrfons, to retail, fell, and dif 
pofe of fuch mixed and compound 
Spirits at their Will and Pleafure: 
For Remedy therefore of Cuftoms 
and Pri&ices fo dangerous and 
mifchi-vous to the Health, Man- 
ners, and Pe:ce of a!l your Ma- 
jelty’s Subjects, may it pleafe your 
moit exccllent M ety that it may 
be enacted, and be it enaéted, &c.” 
Thefe, my Lords, are the Words 
of that Preamble: Thefe Words 
fhew what your Lordfhips Opinion 
was at that Time; and I fhould be 
giad to know what Reafons you have 
for altering your Opinion. When 
I look round me, I fee many Lords 
here who were Members of this or 
the other Houle at thet Time, and 
who declared this to be their Opi- 
nion by giving their Affent to this 
Preamble: I am glid to fee fo many 
of fuch Lords here now, not only 
on Account of the Pleafure it gives 
me to fee their Lives prolonged, but 
becaufe I muft from thence fuppofe, 
thet this Bill will be rejected, unlefs 
fome of them have changed their

HE underwritten Ambaffador Fxtraordi- 
nary and Plenipotentiary has the Ho- 
nour to prefent this Memorial to your High 
Mightineffes, ip order te take Leave of this 
Republick: It is but natural that Princes 
thould employ in their Service fuch as are 
moft agreeable to them. 

On this Ocesfion, 1 have exprefs Orders 
from the King, my Matter, to affure your 
High Mightinefies of his Friendfhip in the 
cleareft and firongeft Terms; and to inform 
you, that his Majefly moft ardeatly wifes 
that a perfeét Union, ard an entire Confi- 
dence, may always fubfift between Great Bri- 
tain and this Republick. 

Let me have Leave, High and Mighty 
Lords, to remark for my own Part, that at 
2) Times I have been a moft zealous Friend 
to this Union; that this Maxim has always 
cireted my Manner of Thinking, and all 
the publick Adlions of my Life, without 
ever varyiog therefrom, as 1am fure that I 
never fhall vary from it. 

It is unneceflary for me to obferve to your 
High Mightineffes, that our Countries refpec- 
tively have ftord indebted for their Liberty, 
that ought to be fo dear to them, to this 
Union; and that without fuch a perfect 
Union, the Independency of Europe had been 
often fwallow'd up. 

It would be fupe:flucus to give Examples of 
Fas fo icconteftable ; I fhall only take the 
Liberty of remarking, in the Jaft Place, that 
® the Union of the Maritime Powers the 
oufe of Aufria owes its Prefervation. It is

new War, into Dangers like thofe to which 
we have feen her expos’d in all the different 
Wars that have rifen for feventy Years pafte 
All the Princes and States concerned thinke 
in the fame Manner; and it does not appear 
at all difficult to me, to engage them all to 
fpeak the fame Language. When this hall 
fall out, it is eafy to difcern that the Accom- 
plithment of the great Work is not far off. 
For me, I flatter my/felf, High and Mighty 
Lords, that I thall always find in your Re- 
publick many Friends, who out of Regard 
to the Uprightnefs of my Heart, and of my 
Sentiments, will pardon all my Failings, 
Done at the Hague, O&ober 31, 1743: 
When M. Noailles retired from his Lines 
upon the River Queich, he fent a very large 
Detachment of bis Army into Lendaw, un- 
der Pretence of being apprehenfive of a Siege, 
and another up the Rbine, under Pretence of 
his being apprehenfive that Prince Carles was 
upon the Point of forcing a Paffage over the 
Rhine, Upon this, the Allied Army paffed 
the River Queich, took Poffeffion of the 
French. Lines upon that River, and began to 
think of marching to attack the French Mar- 
fhal in his Lines behind the Lauter, in which 
Cafe they would have had Lendaw in their 
Rear ; but luckily for them, they got In- 
telligence, that the whole Detachment-fent 
up the Rbine, was returned to the Marthal's 
Camp, and that his Retreat from the Queich, 
and his marching this Detachment up the 
Rbine was nothing but a Feint, to draw 
them towards the Lauter, where he with 
his whole Army was to have attacked 
them in Front, whilft the Duke de Harcourt 
was to fally out from Landau, with all the 
Troops then in that Place, and attack them 
in the Rear, Upon this Jatelligence they ree 
treated to their Camp at Spire, and thereby 
efeaped the Snare that had been laid for them 3 
fo that during this Campaign they may juftly 
be faid to have had two lucky Efcapes. After 
this fecond lucky Retreat, they thought of 
nothing but Winter Quarters, and fur that
